stamps issued during the last few 
years in this country. Unprecedented 
prices, so he says, are paid for 
stamps in Switzerland, and even 
more in neighbouring countries, on 
account of the ever-increasing desire 
for inflation-proof and yet easily 
convertible investments. 

Stamps are one of the few objects 
of value the export or international 
exchange of which is not yet re 
stricted. In fact, they are one of the 
very few articles the value of which 
steadily increases in proportion to 
their rarity—that is, according to 
their age. 

War-time conditions have reduced 
the issue of new stamps to a mini- 
mum, and the di culties en- 
countered in procuring even current 
sets from foreign countries, even 
non-belligerents, are enormaus.
